Contents are described as merely "Memoranda of phone/conversations and personal inter- 
views" with those listed. It seems to represent a selection that might apoear to be 
adequate without analysis and in the certainty of no internal review while also showing 
some obvious avoidances. Examples range from the only alleged eye-witness, Stephens, to 
me, the defense investigator, neither spoken to in any way of means. (They delayed 
phoning to Lesar until the knew they were out of time, 12/12/76. They spoke to no 
other Ray lawyer of any period. They did not speak to all the BAs involved, examples of 
omissions including Busty Rhodes and Clyde Mason, to any of the people who handled the 
interception and copying of Say’s correspondence, including that with Ms defease, and 
this avoided Sheriff’s Inspector Billy J. Smith, who was also in charge of Ray’s security, 
as well as Hutchison, Carle’s associate DA investigator, whose name is in court records 
in this. Their selection of witnesses is selective in other ways, including C »ni pa but 
not Jowera, KcCraw or anyone else whose evidence is not what officials want. Sot even 
the sSI ballistics people or other lab people or the medical examiner. In short it is 
not a list that questions the work of the FBI. x t is a list designed not to raise any 
such questions and to make whitewashing and covering up by omission much easier.

The memorandum of the 7/7/76 interview with w anipe is not signed snd does not identify who 
cpnducb d the interview. It also offers opinions contrary to fact, as "fee building 
from which by all available accounts the shot was fired." The records they examin ed say 
exactly tha opposite, it is conspircuous that this statement avoids the t iming of the 
cropping of the package as available records, official records, tin- it and that it has 
snips saying nothing about the car and the allegedly screeching wheels, "e told Jim 
me in 197% and went out of his way to be pointed with „es -^ayne snd me in April 1976 that 
hs had heard no screech, seen no Mustang sag had not told either to anyons-evor. 

On 9/20/0 76 John Carlisle told James F. Welker of having found a record showing that 
"Redditt was assigned to the Community Relations Division until sometime in February 1968 
when he was pulled off and put on a surveillance detail with respect to the sanitation 
workers.
